New York, Jan. 27.—After a series 
of conferences between committees of 
the United M anufacturers' and Mer­ 
chants" association, the locals involv­ 
ed in the strike of the United Gar* 
m ent W orkers of America and the 
contractors, a settlem ent of the gar­ 
ment w orkers’ strike was reached by 
which the 
questions of wages and 
hours of labor were fixed, all other 
m atters to be settled by arbitration. 
When the strike against the mem­ 
bers of this association and the con­ 
tractors is called off, the conferees 
said, nearly 80,000 of the strikers on 
m en’s and boys’ garm ents who are 
employed in the shops and factories 
of its members will return to work. 
The settlem ent will not affect those 
who are on strike in the shops and 
factories of the members of the Na­ 
tional Clothing 
Trades 
association, 
the Associated B ors’ Clothing Manu­ 
facturers of G reater New York or the 
American Clothing M anufacturers’ as 
soclation, all of which have decided 
to stand out for the open shop and 
refuse to deal wdth the union or any 
but their own individual employes. 
By the term s of settlem ent agreed 
to, week workers receiving less than 
$12.50 a week will get IO per cent ad­ 
vance in wages, those earning more 
than $12.50 a week and less than $15 
a week will receive an advance of I bk 
per cent, and those receiving $15 a 
week and over will receive an ad­ 
vance of 5 per cent* The hours of the 
week will be reduced from the pres­ 
ent average of 56 to 52 hours a w eek.

ColumbuB, O., Jan. 27.—The admin­ 
istration’s liquor license bill will not 
be drafted until the final public hear­ 
ing tomorrow night before the senate 
and house committees to which the 
three pending license bills have been 
referred. 
In making the bill the sen­ 
ate 
committee 
on 
temperance, 
of 
which 
Senator Greenlund of Cuya­ 
hoga is chairman, and the house com­ 
m ittee on liquor traffic, of which Rep­ 
resentative Welsh of Ottawa is chair­ 
man, will work together and in close 
communication with the 
g o v ern o r’s 
office. 
Several conferences have been held 
but none of the provisions of the new 
bill have been definitely determined, 
and the only provision of which there 
is poritive assurance is the adoption 
of the state board plan as set forth in 
the brew ers’ bill. 
Delegates to the anti-alcoholic con­ 
gress, which met here for a two-day 
session, probably will adopt resolu­ 
tions against the brew ers’ bill and in 
favor of election of county licensing 
commissioners on a separate ballot. 
The congress, meeting prior to the 
final hearing before 
the legislative 
committees, will practically be a peti­ 
tion in boots demanding a license law 
which can be enforced. 
Officers of the Anti-Saloon league 
will make their hardest fight against 
the provision of the brew ers’ bill for 
jury trials in all cases of liquor la\M 
violations, with the jury to be drawn 
from the township or municipality in 
which the defendant resides.

opposition is based on a long and sad 
experience in attem pting to get con­ 
victions for such offenses in commu­ 
nities in which there is a strong 
prejudice against restrictive laws.

THE WRONG WORD. 


There is no wort I in the Hagfish language whieh really 
means so much, which appeals so strongly to the highest and 
bes! in men, conveys such a wealth of good as does the word 
“ beautiful” . While that is true, it is als*) regretably true that 
there is no word in the English language which is used with 
more carelessness and looseness than this same word ‘‘beauti 
fuL” That word implies more than a description of th** physi­ 
cal being. 
It is expressive of admiration for the appearance 
of the real 'wholesome goodness which shines out through I fu­ 
ture and form. 
Some of tIm* newspapers and news gathering agencies use 
and emphasize th** use of that wonderfully expressive word of 
three syllables, in describing human beings, shown, conclusively 
by the facts forming its setting, to ho moral perverts. 
Rarefy arc the stories of the sensational escapades ot wo­ 
men anything but admirable in their lives, their characters or 
their reputations, recounted in the public* prints unstuded by 
the word “ beautiful” ' All this evidently, with a purpose to 
make the sensational more sensational. The idea that beautiful 
women could be guilty of th** conduct which some of tIm* news 
stories of the day tell us, is in the opinion of the writers more 
readable, more thrilling, and th** main actor is pictured a s s o u k 
thing which she is not 
something which site cannot be. 
The attempt of the newswriters, ii possible of" performance 
would result iii a story more sensational, of course, than the* 
plain true facts. While that is true, it should he remembered 
that to make such a story a true story, the general order of 
things must be changed aud the impossible made the possible. 
That condition has never happened yet and all human experi­ 
ence and all human history teaches us that it never will and 
never can happen. 
To the normal reader th** wrongful use of the word “ beau­ 
tiful” tends to detract front the force of the narrative because 
it stamps tin* tale as false at least in part, and thus casts a 
shadow of suspicion over the whole narrative. 
If the >se whose business and whose' duty it is to recount 
the stories of t h e day would picture their characters in words 
justified by the truth and the controlling facts they would add 
weight ami interest to their stories and at th** same time re­ 
lieve a good wholesome word from th** burden of abuse. 
Owing to the frequency and the looseness wtih which the 
word “ b eautifu l” is use* I as descriptive of human beings, if 
can he safely estimated that in that connection its use is not 
justified in ninety nine per cent. of lh** times ii is found iii the

The Bathrlck idea is embodied in a 
bill, which he introduced, providing 
for the creation of a bureau of farm 
loans by the Uuited States government 
to loan money to “bona fide tillers of 
the soil, taking as security for said 
loans farm mortgages.'* 
Under the Bathrlck bill the secretary 
of the treasury would be “authorized 
aud directed to prescribe forms, pro­ 
cedure and regulations for the conduct 
of the business of the bureau of farm 
loans, to borrow* money from time to 
time on the credit of the United States 
in w hatever sums are required to make 
the .said loans aud to prepare aud Issue 
coupon or registered bonds of the Unit­ 
ed States, bearing not in excess of 4 
per cent interest, payable annually and 
redeemable as he may prescribe, pro­ 
vided that the total sum due upon said 
farm loans annually shad bear as close 
relation as possible to the total sum of 
the redeemable bonds and interest pay­ 
able thereon and that no ioans shall 
tie made except to those actually en­ 
gaged In farm ing nor upon farm lands 
which have not a t least one-half of the 
acreage nuder cultivation.'’ 
It is further provided by the Batb- 
riek bill that whenever the “commis­ 
sioner of the bureau of loans shall have

HOW COUNTY ROADS 
ARE TO OE IMPROVED 


All Highway Laws WHI Be Brough! 
Into One Statute. 


Columbus, Cb, Jan. 27. — There ara 
apprcxim ately 80,000 miles of wagon 
roads in Ohio outside of those th o r 
ought ares which are included in the 
mala m arket roads and intercounty 
highways. 
For years laws have been passed by 
the general assembly relating to these 
roads, but under varying conditions 
became in part o r wholly without ef­ 
fect. 
This has been shown strikingly 
during the past year where numerous 
suit-i were commenced to secure an 
interpretation of the laws. 
In order to correct this misunder­ 
standing and bring all the laws into 
one comprehensive statute, iwo codi­ 
fication bills have been introduced in 
the present legislature, by Senator 
Hudson and Representative Hite, the 
chairmen of the committee on public 
highways in the two branches. 
The 
m easures describe in detail 
how roads other than main market 
and intercounty highways, which are 
state-aid thoroughfares, are to be im­ 
proved and In a measure ( bange the 
supervision of the work. 
Chapter four of the bill looms up 
big in importance. By it the surveyor 
in each county is made the county 
highway 
superintendent and 
given 
full authority over the construction 
and m aintenance of the roads under 
his jurisdiction* 
The county superintendent is also 
to prepare a good road map of the 
county, so designed that he can keel 
an account of mil the work done and 
the money expended on each road in 
the ( minty. 
Tae county superintendent is given 
full authority in road drainage arid 
must look to it that the ditches are 
always open and the highways dry as 
a pow der mill. 
It ir impossible to keep t dirt road 
in good condition miles 
frequently 
dragged, and th** new proposed law 
looks to this, 
If there 
are dissatisfied 
persons 
who do not concur with the authori­ 
ties as to the advisability of improv­ 
ing a road, appeal ma\ be taken I rom 
the final order of the commissioners 
and the trustees to the probate court. 
The commissioners are given four 
methods of procedure in th* m atter 
of the construction of a public road 
under their 
supervision. 
They eau, 
act on a petition signed by 25 per 
cent of the abutting property owners; 
on petition signed by 25 per cent of 
the property owners within one mile 
on either side of the improvement 
and 
at 
the ends; on a resolution 
unanimously adopted by the board of 
county commissioners and on agree­ 
ment between the commissioners and 
the township trusteed.
